FOIL TERRORIST PLOTS. 


St. Petersburg, April .18.—Gradu- 


ally many interesting 
details sur- 


rounding the recent arrest of -a. band 
of about a dozen terrorists are leak- 
ing out. The capture, which is re- 
garded by the authorities as being of 
immense importance, was accom- 
plished by Kashovsky, the Russian 
Lecocq, who was dismissed from the 
secret police several .years ago on ac- 
count of his connection with Philippe, 
the spiritualist, who created such a 
stir at court several years' ago and 
who, 
too, "went to Paris to-live.

glus, is still safe abroad.

Madame Ivanovsky, a sister-in-law 
of Korolenko, the Russian 
author. 


She was involved in the nihilist plot 
to assassinate Emperor Alexander II., 
for which she was sentenced to fif- 
teen years in Siberia, but at the end 
of seven years she escaped to Amer- 
ica. 


SOUGHT LIFE OF TTNCLE. 


Perhaps the most romantic feature 


is the fact that Mile. Leontieff con- 
verted two nieces of Governor Gen- 
eral Trepoff, Mile. Trepoff and Prin- 
cess Denisheff, to the doctrine of as- 
sassination and that after the arrest 
of her mentor Mile. Trepoff actually 
attempted the life of her uncle, fir- 
ing two shots at him, both of which, 
missed. Thereupon the two girls be- 
came panic-stricken and attempted 
suicide, Mile. Trepoff throwing her- 
self under a train, and Princess Deni- 
sheff shooting herself. 
Neither of 


the women succeeded in killing her- 
self. The family has since tried to 
make it appear that the girls' acts 
were the results of a mutual pact for 
self-destruction, botli being in love 
with the same man, an officer of the 
guards.

Indo-China the Jiji Shimpo declares 
that the use of the island of Mada- 
gascar by the Russian squadron was 
a direct and prolonged violation of 
the principle of neutrality, but on ac- 
count of the distance Japan in that 
instance simply lodged 
a protest. 


The paper, 
however, insists that 


Russia is now using Kamranh bay 
as a base for action against her op- 
ponent and says she intends to use 
it as the point for effecting a junc- 
tion with the remaining division of 
the squadron. 


"If the use of Kamranh bay is con- 


tinued," 
the paper adds, "Japan 


must regard its neutrality as com- 
pletely ignored and Japan will not 
be obliged to respect.its neutrality. 
"Violations of neutrality in.- distant 
ports are not important, but when, 
close to the zone of war it is impos- 
sible to view thein with the same 
leniency.'.'. 


The Jiji Shimpo further declares 


that France is lending the Russians 
efficient assistance, 
thus 
actually 


joining issus with Russia against 
Japan and that it is now necessary 
for Japan to notify Great Britain, and 
obtain her co-operation according to 
the terms of the Anglo-Japanese aUj- 
ance, 


"Protests," the paper asserts, "are 


unavailing. 
The time for action has 


come." 


The Nichinlchi today says France 


has been a party to keeping the lo- 
cation of the Russian squadron a 
secret and adds that France does not 
observe the twenty-four hour rule. 
But the Wichinichi continues, 
the 


spirit of neutrality affords no excuse 
for extending such hospitality to a 
belligerent 
squadron and 
it ex- 


presses the hope that France will 
take steps to abide by her obliga- 
tions and duties as a neutral power. 


The Asahi Shimbun asserts that 


France has deliberately 
kept the 


presence of the Russian squadron a 
secret. 
The paper expresses regret 


at the fact and hopes 
the govern- 


ment of Japan will act decisively. 


FRANCE IS NEUTRAL. 


Paris, April 18.—3:05 p, in.—The 


French, government has taken every 
precaution to secure the observance 
of neutrality in French waters in 
Indo-Chma. 
To this end instruc- 


tions have been 
sen>t to M. Beau, 


governor 
general 
of 
Indo-China, 


again calling his attention to the 
regulations concerning the observ- 
ance of neutrality issued at the out- 
set of the war. These are identical 
with, the neutrality rules in force 
during the Spanish-American war. 


It is believed that Admiral De Jon- 


quieres, commander of the French 
naval forces at Saigon, in proceeding 
in Kamranh bay, where part of the 
Russian second Pacific squadron had 
been seen, is following the governor 
general's 
instructions. The latter 


were not the result of the report that 
Japan contemplated 
making repre- 


sentations on the subject, as no such 
action has thus far been intended and 
France has from the outset acted vol- 
untarily in seeking to observe the 
neutrality of her waters. This, how- 
ever, is increasingly difficult at re- 
mote points not connected by tele- 
graph and far from opportunities for 
official 
communications. Neverthe- 


less, the instructions sent to JL Beau 
contemplate the fi(ll observance of 
neutrality. It is probable that this 
has been made known1 to the Russian 
naval command er. 
However, it is. 


impossible for France to anticipate 
or control the movements of the Rus- 
sian squadron and she can only direct 
the governor general to enforce the 
regular rules of neutrality. 


The officials here have no informa- 


tion concerning the length or c!r- 


cumstances of the stay of the Bus- 
sian vessels at Kaanrauh 
bay and 


therefore they are unable to deter- 
mine whether the ships are actually 
•within the territorial limits

United States Supreme Court 


Says Man May Work More 


Than 60 Hours Week, 


Washington, D. C., April 18.—A 


state law limiting 
the number.of 


hours in a day and a week' that a; 
laboring man may work interferes j 
with the free exercise of the right 
j 


of contract between individuals and 
therefore 
is In violation 
of the 


United States constitution. 


So decided the supreme court yes- 


terday when it held that the New 
York state law making ten hours a 
day's work and sixty hours a week's 
work in bakeries in that state is un- 
constitutional. 


The decision is declared by Justice 


Harlan to be one of the most import- 
ant rendered by the United States 
supreme court in a hundred years. 


ALTON B. PARKER REVEBSED. 
The law involved in the case is sec- 


tion 110 of the New York state labor 
law prescribing the hours of labor 
in_ bakeries in the state. A baker in 
the city of Utica named Lochner was 
found guilty of permitting an em- 
ploye to work in his bakery'more 
than 'sixty hours in> a week and was 
fined $50. The judgment was affirmed 
by the New York appellate court, the 
opinion being written by Judge Al- 
ton B. Parker. 


The supreme court was far from 


being unanimous in yesterday's opin- 


ion. 
Justices Holmes 
and Harlan 


both read dissenting opinions, and 
Justices White and Bay concurred 
in Justice Harian's view. The latter 
took the ground that the state law 
had not been shown to be inconsistent 
with the federal 
constitution, 
and 


that, therefore, the state should'be 
left alone in its management of its 
purely domestic affairs. 


RIGHTS OE MAN INVOLVED. 
Yesterday's opinion , dealt entirely 


with the constitutional question in- 
volved. Justice Peekham, in the' de 
tiding opinion, said that the law is 
not an act merely flying the number 
of hours which dhall constitute 
legal day's work, but an absolute 
prohibition on the employer permit- 
ting under any circumsu'uces more 
than ten hours' work to be ^one in 
his establishment. He continued: 


"The. employe may desire to earn 


the extra money which would arise 
from his working more than the pre- 
scribed time, but this statute forbids 
th'e employer from 
permitting the. 


employe to earn it. It ~ necessarily 
interferes witii.tlie right of contract 
between the employer and employe 
concerning the number of hours in 
which, the latter may labor in the 
bakery of the employer. 


:The general rights to make .a con- 


tract in relation to his business is 
part of the liberty of the individual 
protected by the fourteenth amend- 
ment to the 
federal 
constitution, 


pnder that provision no state can 
ieprive any person of life, liberty or 
property without due process of law. 
The right to purchase or to sell labor 
Is part of the liberty protected by 
this amendment unless there are cir- 
cumstances which exclude the right." 


NOT WITHIN POLICE POWERS. 
The justice referred to the excep- 


tions .coming under the head of the 
police powers of the state, and after 
considering that point at length, con- 
cluded that the present case did not 
fall within the police power. 


"The question whether this act is 
olid as a labor law pure and simple 


may," he'said, "b3 dismissed in a 
few words. There is no reasonable 
'round for interfering -rith-the lib- 
erty of persons or the right of free 
contract by determining the hours of 
labor in the occupation of a baker. 
Bakers are In no sense wards of the 
state. 
Viewed in the 
light of a 


purely labor law, with no reference 
whatever to the question of health, 
we think that a law like the one be- 
fore us involves neither the safety, 
the morals, nor the wel-are of the

methods that must be adopted in the 
absence of legal means to better con- 
ditions. 


There is some uncertainty as to 
Aether the anti-cigarette law makes 


it an offense to smoke cigarettes in 
this state. The attorney general has 
not yet given an official opinion, but 
informally ^expresses belief that any 
one. smoking a cigarette or otherwise 
havingione in his possession violates 
the law.- The safe side to take, both 
as to the law and health, is not to 
smoke them. 


That portion of the new codifica-

The board of health is pro- 
vided-Tsith a clerk at moderate salary 
and/there is xip requirement that this 
clerk shall bera^nan of special scien- 
tific training and accomplishments. 
As Mayor Berghoff has already de- 
clared, this is a step backward.

When the new laws became effec- 


tive 
by proclamation of Governor 


Frank Hanly on Saturday afternoon 
there were no blank applications in 
the office of County Clerk W. A. 
Johnson to b* filled out by people 
who desired marriage licenses and as 
a consequence one was issued this 
morning under the old statute, and 
Recording to County Auditor Dough- 
man IB not legal. 
, 


The clerk labored under the im- 


pression that it was necessary that 
he be notified by tha secretary of 
state of the issuance of the procla- 
mation, until 
his mind 
was dis- 


abused by the county attorney. The 
license in question was issued to 
parties who do not expect to be mar- 
ried in Fort Wayne, as the young 
lady will go to another state to meet 
her future husband and goes armed 
with a license from Allen county for 
fear there may be a Hitch in the pro- 
ceedings for the reason that she will 
have no legal residence in the state 
in which she intends to get married. 


Judicial knowledge of the fact that 


the new laws are in effect must be 
taken by officials and no, special no- 
tice is sent to them. The publica- 
tion of the proclamation is all that is 
required. 


A blank form had been sent out, 


however, by the state board of health 
and Deputy Clerk" John Beuter made 
enough copies to accommodate pros- 
pective applicants for the next day 
f-r two and there was no delay of any 
kind in issuing licenses. 


There are different rorms ror each 


of the contracting parties and that 
for use by women differs from the 
above only in that the seventh, 
eighth and twentieth questions are 
omitted. Both must be signed and 
sworn to by applicants 
and "made 


matters of record. For the sake of 
convenience and to prevent delays it 
is better that both present themselves 
te the clerk, but this is not abso- 
lutely necessary, as the blanks can 
be filled by any person and sworn to 
before a notary public. 


The clerk has a right to deny a 


license if in his opinion, either of the 
parties is an imbecile, epileptic, of 
unsound mind, or the man has been 
within five years an inmate of any 
county asylum or home for indigent 
persons, unless it can be shovn that 
the cause for such a condition has 
been removed. 


In event of a refusal 
the parties 


can appeal without cost to the cir- 
cuit court, either in term or vaca- 
tion time and the finding of 
the 


judge shall be final. A penalty not 
to exceed $500 is provided for where 
any false representations are made; 
a minister or other person author- 
ized to solemnize marriages can be 
fined in the same sum for joining in 
marriage persons who have not com- 
plied with the requirements of the 
law and the clerk may be fined from 
$25 to $100 for issuing any license 
contrary to this law.

ULST OF THE MOHICANS. 


It eeems strange that within 350 


miles of Kansas City a full-blood 
American should live for nearly sev- 
enty years and yet be unable to speak 
or understand the English language^ 
But nevertheless such, was the' case 
of Huibiitta Micco, the Indian chief, 
who died last week in. the Creek na- 
tion. 


This chief was one of many, "but 


his death marked an epoch in Amer- 
ican history which is closed for good. 
There are at preserut perhaps 20,OOO 
full-blood Indians in Indian terri- 
tory and some 13,000 in Oklahoma. 
These red men still possess a pride 


* of race such as is not understandable 
f by white: men. They have watched 


the advance of civilization, but have 
refused to join In it. 


They have felt that they were the 


last of the people who were robbed 
of an* inheritance of a whole continent 
and that every instinct .of self-pres- 
ervation demanded that they should 
strive to the last to maintain not 
only their independence, but even 
their integrity and existence as a di- 
vision of the.human race. 


This was a natural and a most 


laudable feeling and purpose, but one 
pitiably useless and hopeless. 
The 


red man's career was ended when the 
v pilgrims landed at Plymouth rock. 


The efforts of the native tribes to 
preserve themselves and their owner- 
ship of the continent has resulted 
almost in> complete obliteration. 


The last act;.of the "drama is now 


being played in Indian 
territory. 


The Indian is.doomed to utter ex- 
tinction as a race and the present 
generation seems finally to have re- 
alized this 
inevitable 
fact. 
The 


younger chiefs and rulers of the five 
civilized 
tribes and 
of the other 


tribes in Indian territory and Okla- 
homa do not' think or act like their 
forebears.; They 
believe 
and are 


leading their people to believe that 
the best policy 'is to yield to 'the in- 
evitable and accept the white man's 
ways.—Kansas City Journal.

come also governor of the canal zone. 
He 'came here, says the Washington 
Post, in March, 1899, as law officer 
in the bureau of insular affairs, sup- 
posing, as did the president and- sec- 
retary of war, that after a year and 
a half. of offlceholding he would re- 
turm to his law practice in Nebraska 
and to private life. But the duties 
of the place proved more important 
than anyone then dreamed. 
Ques- 


tionp far' reaiching 
developed and 


Judge 'Magoon 'became almost as in- 
dispensable as any man can be IB the 
investigation and consideration of 
legal matters affecting the organiza- 
tion of government in Cuba, Porto 
Rico and the Philippines. Secretary 
Root once • said something to the ef- 
fect that the judge had been, the law 
and the constitution and digest of 
the oriental archipelago. 


When he steps ashore at Panama, 


about May 9 next, and takes the of- 
'flcial oath as governor, Judge Ma- 
goon will be holding owe of the three 
or four "most important positions in 
the construction of the canal. 


He has been on -the isthmus here- 


tofore, "with an. opportunity to ob- 
serve conditions and mingle with 
the residents. For some time he was 
general counsel of the commission, 
spending two months last summer 
on the canal strip. Although a man 
of massive physique, tall and well 
proportioned and such as might fear 
the discomforts incident to tropical 
residence, Judge Magoon looks for- 
ward to. the jhot climate of the isth- 
mus as a minor affliction. 


"I. have no more, fear of yellow 


fever or malarial fever or plague as 
a resident on. the isthmus," said he 
the other day,' "than I have of ty- 
phoid, . or pneumonia, or grip here, 
Such diseases are no more to be 
dreaded on the isthmus than the dis- 
eases that prevail here." 


His training for his new office has 


been almost ideal, apart from his 
temperament 
and abilities, which 


admirably suit the big task in, hand. 
His work in the" insular bureau has 
given 
him 
familiarity 
with the 


Spanish laws, customs, sentiments, 
prejudices and other matters which 
enter the social structure. 
It has 


been of the broadest character, cov- 
ering the investigation 
of almost 


every kind of legal questions and 
problems affecting administration. 
In his official associations Judge Ma- 
goon has been especially fortunate, 
for he has come in close contact with 
Secretary Boot and Secretary Taf t, 
both great lawyers and men of un- 
usual administrative ability. 


Few general principles of govern- 


ment will arise in the canal zone 
which can- be new to him. He has 
become familiar with questions in- 
volving the relations of the Wash- 
ington government to territory out- 
side the states, with the powers and 
authority of the president over such 
territory, with the authority of the 
military, of civil agencies, the con- 
tractual relations of the inhabitants 
of such territory, and with scores of 
other topics that will come up from 
time "to time on the isthmus. 


The judge has been a worker all 


his mature life and. will not be ap 
palled by his exhaustive duties on th 
isthmus. 
He began to practice as 


soon as he began to study law in 
Nebraska, Law firms out there pu, 
young students to work without de 
lay. 
The second day after he had 


begun to study a member of the firm 
entered the room. 


."So you're going to be a lawyer 


are you?" he inquired of young Ma 
goon.

"I'm- going to try to be one," was 


the modest 'reply. . 


•'Well;-he is - - a 
fisherman 
win 


catches fish and he is a lawyer who 
tries lawsuits. Just go over to 'Jim 
Irwin'e and practice on, that case.' 


"Jim" Irwin was a local magistrate 


before whom a little case was pend- 
ing. Magoon did as he was directed 
He tried the case and lost inglorious- 
ly. That was contrary to all tra- 
ditions for young men who are 
to 


succeed in after life. It did not seem 
to trouble Magoon much, however 
He kept on studying law. He was 
admitted to the bar and associated 
himself with law partners who had 
a large and varied business that 
gave him a good general experience. 


Judge Magoon's title was bestowed 


oy George D. Meiklejohn, 
of Ne- 


braska, while assistant secretary of 
war. 
He had been judge advocate 


general of the Nebraska 
national 


guard and 
in that 
capacity had 


earned two or three titles. That of 
"judge" was-legitimately ihis, but it 
had never before occurred to him to 
use it. 
When he reached the war 


department to enter upon his duties 
Mr. Meiklejohm introduced him all 
around as •yjudge" Magoon.

The sessions of the con- 
gress lasted five days and through- 
out the entire proceedings there \ras

a dissentient 
voice 
raised 


against the opinion voiced by many 
of the speakers that 
the 
prisons 


themselves are among the principal 
sources <of crime and that they prob- 
ably create far more crime than they 
cure. 


There were those present who 


maintsined (and 
they 
among the 


ablest and the most experienced), 
and who presented impressive evi- 
dence and . arguments to show, that 
upon the whole the influence of most 
of our prisons upon, the offenders 
and upon society should be regarded 


detrimental rather than the re- 


verse, and that until our prisons of 
antiquated type are replaced by well 
conditioned 
modern 
reformatories 


they will continue to be schools of 


j crime and vice and prolific sources of 
every kind of wrong. It has been 
too customary to regard prison prob- 
lems.as of no great 
social 
conse- 


quen.ce and to regard prisons as mere 
places-- of punishment -for wrong- 
doers.

The most debated question in Euro- 


Dean medical circles today is the 
theory of cancer advocated by Dr. 
Doyen, the celebrated French sur- 
geon 
Dr. Doyen claims to have dis- 


covered the specific bacillus of can- 
cer and to have compounded a specific 
serum for its destruction. Whether 
Or. Doyen's contentions prove sound 
or not, his statements will command 
the most interested and respectful 
.ttention. The doctor's clairiis have 
>eeai under the close scrutiny of a 
committee of celebrated French sur- 
geons and their report has been fa- 
vorable so far. 


Dr. Doyen began his investigations 
wenty-five years ago. "I had fre- 


quently tried interstitial injections of 
olutions of lactac acid, chloride of 
inc and various other antiseptics, 
sut unsuccessfully. This failure and 
he results of my studies generally 
ed me in 1888 to try vaccination "by 
a method similar to that used in 
seripneumonia, a method in which 
the virus of a fresh peripneumonic 
ung is introduced at the root of the 
ail oi! healthy animals. The patients 
pon whom I experimented had been 
ttacked by cancer for the third or

'doses—that I started in 1901 to vac- 
cinate against cancer with toxines 
and vaccines from cultures of micro- 
coccus neoformans." The method of 
vaccination, Dr. Doyen claims, "be- 
stowa immunity slowly and its effect

from ignorance, carlessness or in- 
discretion on the part o£ the invalid, 
work to his disadvantage to the same 
or, indeed, to a much greater extent 
than an intelligent course could ar- 
range them in his favor.

win. permanent recovery. But if, on

It will be a constant 
object to 


arouse in the patient a keen, discern- 
ing interest in his general sanitary 
environments and physical 
condi- 


tion until he is thoroughly familiar 
with the entire subject. 


It is hoped that this work will he 


the means of rendering less hopeless 
and less discouraging the conditioi 
of those afflicted with 
pulmonary 


consumption'. But such invalids must 
always bear in mind that, .as in al] 
the departments that go to make up 
life, there are two distinct paths be- 
tween 
which 
they must make a 


choice—the one, narrow and rugged, 
and the other, broad and smooth. If 
the broad and easy road of careles 
ness and indiscretion is followed the 
chances of regaining health are more 
or less completely sacrificed, for those 
who will recover 
must follow the 


narrow road of self-denial, self-study 
and intelligent perseverance. Prac- 
tically, the patient decides the omin- 
ous question of rscovery or dissolu- 
tion. Exceptional objects are not at- 
tained without great personal exer- 
tion. One can well afford to spend 
the necessary exertion and more, and 
the richer the invalid's mind Is stored 
with an understanding of the rela- 
tionship existing between health and 
disease the nearer and more certain 
that condition known as health.

It is furtlier declared that the char- 
ter of the Equitable is being violat- 
ed in that no distribution of the sur- 
plus has ever 'been made.

Half a dozen shots were fired 
by the thugs at citizens who were 
awakened by the commotion and ap- 
peared upon the streets. One of these 
shots grazed the head of Mrs. Gandy, 
•wife of the banter, 
who did not 


promptly obey their command to re- 
treat, producing a trivial flesh wound 
behind the right ear. Ho other per- 
son was injured. 


The 
robbers 
overlooked 
about 


92.000 additional in cash which lay 
almost-in plain sight, and made their 
escape northward in a rig which had 
been stolen from the barn of G. B. 
Hemmick, of this city. 
The bank 


carried burglary insurance and

t BLEW BANK SAFE. 


Mea'nwhile the robber inside the 


bank -was losing no time in drilling 
into the vault door near the combi- 
nation. 
A heavy charge of nitro- 


glycerine was applied. The first 
charge was unsuccessful, and it was 
not until three attempts had been 
made that the steel doors gave way, 
permitting the robbers to .reach the 
cash stored there. This amounted to 
a total of about $8,000, but one pack- 


age, 
containing $0,000 in bills, was 


overlooked by the robbers. 


Frantic, though po-werless to inter- 


fere, eight or ten citizens who had 
been aroused by the 
noise 
of the 


shots, were standing at safe distance 
from the bank while r.ll thia was in 
irogxess, deterred from nearer 
ap- 


iroach by .the threatening revolvers 
of fhe guards who occasionally flred 
a shot apparently 
only to awe the 


telpless citizens into still

iubjectiou. 
When their booty h?-d been secured 


the Tobbera beat a hasty retreat 
hrough an alley near the bank prop- 
rty and hastened northward to the 
dge of town, where their stolen rig

WRECK WAS COMPLETE. 


As soon as quietude "reigned about 
le place again citiaens began an in-

"Those fellows 'must have l>8«a ex- 


perts of the first water," said Mr.

DUST DEATH TO HOGS. 


Will ,T>stroy Their Health and C&UB 


Losses by the Score.

Dust is one of the evils in raisin 


hogs. It Is a destroyer of health, a 
every stage of a pig's growth, an 
should be guarded against by eve: 
man who raises hogs. 


Some days since in company wit 


a man. who makes the diseases 
swine a specialty, we visited a her 
owned by an old farmer. This man 
was becoming alarmed at the cough 
Ing in his herd of two huudrec 
youngsters, and had requested th 
specialist to call and give him ai 
in exterminating it. We found th 
herd in poor health generally, ani 
much coughing could he heard every 
where. There were no feeding in 
the yards, the watering trough wa 
dry and the sleeping quarters wer 
very dusty with bedding which ha< 
not been renewed in months. 
Thi 


herd was in the yard where com was 
being fed for the noon meal when 
arrived. After a few monthfuls had 
been, grabbed by the animals from 
each shovelful thrown into the yard 
It wae all tramped into two or threi 
inches of dust. Every hog made a 
break for each shovelful as it was 
thrown In. After rains and some- 
times in rains, the herd was fed in, 
this same location. 


The cause of the 
coughing was 


easily seen. And the specialist gave 
the owner a lecture which he ,could 
have read for himself in any good 
fwork on hog raising; and it would 
only have cost one-fourth of the spe- 
cialist's fee! Dust was the cause of 
all the trouble. If this fanner had 
not consulted the specialist in, time, 
he might have lost a good many of 
the herd. He should have kept the 
sleeping quarters clean, renewed the 
bedding when it was needed, but 
never • bedded in summer. 
A hosi 


from the tank on the wind-mill tower 
would have washed the hog house 
floors down well, and an old broom 
would have loosened all that the 
force of water would not touch. 


reeding in dusty pens is wrong, or 


' in • muddy pens either. Feeding 
floors, or feeding at different places 
in the pasture, would'have been good 
management. When feeding hogs 
for market we have 
always kept 


part of the regular hog, ' house set 
apart for them. This, when we are 
finishing on corn. Every morning 
the pen they used was cleaned thor- 
oughly while they were In the ad- 
joining one. And thus they • were

A City-Lot Can Be Made Beautiful 


and Profitable. 


(The Associated Farm Press.) 


Host busy men leave home early 


In the morning and get back late in 
the evening. 
But they generally 


have one or two hours of daylight 
ind Saturday afternoons in which 
they can find health, pleasure and 
profit, by digging it out of the front 
and back yards. 
The only reason 


more men do not have fine yards and 
gardens is because they are too lazy. 
Here are some suggestions for those 
who desire to work small city lots: 


In the' front some climbers will- be 


wanted to drape and shade the porch 
or veranda. For a south side or end 
the Virginia 
Creeper will giv.e a 


dense shade, and there is nothing 
better for the purpose; on the north, 
east or west, may be planted Clem- 
atis paniculata or C. Jackmamu, and 
Hall's honeysuckle is very desirable. 
IE the house is of brick or stone the 
Fapau Ampelopsis or Boston Ivy cfl-n 


planted at the base of the wall 


and it will quickly furnish a large 
space-with itsj shining green foliage; 
if the house- is a wooden one the 
same vine can be planted to run in 
the foundation wall and be kept re- 
stricted to that. 
This produces a 


very pleasing effect 


There is no room at the front of 


the lot for large trees, but near the 
corner most remote from the house 
may be planted an Althea or Rose of 
Sharon, or a Japan 
Quince. 
The 


rest of the front is free—merely the 
lawn. 
Opposite the middle of the 


house and on the far side of the lot 
near the line may be a little group 
of flowering shrubs, say, Weigela 
roses, Spirea Binardi and Hardy Hy- 
drangea; these will give bloom from 
early to late. 


On the back lot may be trained 


some hardy climbing vines, or if not 
they will be covered by foliage of 
shrubbery. Around the lines of the 
back lot, sides and end, make a gar- 
den oorder 
for shady shrubs and 


flowering plants. 
This border may 


be a uniform width of four or five 
feet, but the straight-lines will look 


not make seed the. second year, o*, 
making seed, make BO little that they 
do not exhaust the. root, therefore 
they survive in a weakened state an- 
other year or more. There are plants 
that bloom and die the first year. 
Therefore, blooming th,* iirst year 
should be discouraged, for the beat 
development does not come until th 
second year. 
The mower will pr* 


vent, seed forming the first year. It 
will not pay to continue the clover 
meadow past the second year unless 
there is grass sown with it 10 carry 
on the sward. 


As to the best variety, on worn 


soils the mammoth is best. 
Always 


help clover with manure, bone meal 
or phosphorus. It may be well to add 
potash to the ration. It is astonish- 
ing how red clover responds to a 
light manuring with stable manure. 
Feed the baby clover plants, they.will 
then be the stronger to forage and 
gather foods for the enrichment of 
the field. 


It will be as well to use a light 


seeding of oats,say three pecks to the 
acre, with the clover, and cut them 
for hay when getting into bloom. Do 
not omit this clipping, it is vital, as 
the oats will rob and kill the clover 
if allowed to ripen.

It is rsmarkable not 
only for the valuable character ot 
the food it supplies, but .also for the 
large amount that may be produced 
on a given area. It will yield two 
or three cuttings in the season and 
the amount harvested 
off an acre 


may vary from twenty-fi-e to thirtj-- 
five tons in the summer. 


The quality of the food produced is 


most excellent. Analysis shows it to 
be richer than clover in flesVforming- 
material. "- Feeding operations prove 
it to be particularly weii suited for 
beef cattle, young stock, sheep, lamba 
and swine, ft may be used as a pas- 
ture, and this fact renders it all the 
more valuable to the busy farmer. 


It will grow on almost any kind of 


soil. It will give a fair return off 
poor land. It'will yield a heavy crop 
on average soil. 
It witi 
produce 


an immense amount of food on very 
rich land. It does well on dry soil; 
it thrives and grows apace,on moist 
places. It will grown on. good land, 
no matter how dry ' the season* if 
sown in rows and cultivated. It will 
flourish in the most rainy weather 
if water does not stand in the field. 
Stubble or fallow should m used; sod 
is not suitable. 


If intended for pasture, it is usual- 


ly best to .sow broadcast at the rate 
of three pounds per acre. The ex- 
ception is when pigs are to be pas-

tured, for experience has shown us 
that it is better under such condi- 
tions to sow in rows twenty-one to 
twenty-four inches apart.

Good Home-Made Fertilizers Can Be 


Easily Made.

Associated Farm Press.) 


Western farmers have no idea of 


the amount of commercial fertilizers 
that are bought by eastern 
and 


southern farmers every year in order 
to keep their soil in any sort of good 
condition. North'Carolina alone pays 
from $6,000,000 to i?8;000,000 every 
year for manure.. During 1904 farm- 
ers in North Carolina, South Caro- 
lina, Tennessee and Florida bought a 
total of 1,336,000 tons.of fertilizers. 
This showed an increase of 16 per 
cent, over 1903, 44 per cent, over 
V902, 46 per cent, over 1901 and not 
far from double the quantity used in 
1900. 


Georgia is a'foremost consumer of 


fertilizer, her farmers last year us- 
ing 
right around 
700,000 :' tons. 


North 
Carolina planters handled 


nearly" 500,000 tons, Florida 113,000 
tons and Tennessee 35,000 tons. The 
last named 
state 
has shown 


marked increase in the quantity of 
fertilizers handled during the last 
five years. This may'be attributed

Get After the Coddling" Moth "NoW to 


Save Your Fruit.

The coddlimg moth winters in the 


larval stage until about blossoming 
time in the spring, when it is trans- 
formed iato a moth or miller. 
This 


deposits the eggs, a majority of 
which are laid on the leaves." The 
first brood is sometimes delayed in 
coming out and may last as long as 
fifty-nine days. 
The second brood 


comes from June 10th to^July 10th. 


Over most of the United States the 


two broods overlap one another, "so 
that by the time the first brood is 
passing the second is at work. 


The most important spraying con-

of lime is nearly the'same as London 
purple. There must not be any free 
arsenic 'In the solution, as it burns 
the foliage. The use of arsenate of 
lead or disparine avoids this. It is 
not^necessary to. use ^any lime with 
disparine a»d any strength of this 
material can be used without burning 
the foliage. It should be used at 
the strength of four or five pounds 
to each 100 gallons of water.

stick's to the foliage well-and is not 


likely to low its efflciency if a rain 
follows tjie spraying. 


It is of the utmost importance that 


the first spraying should be done be- 
fore 
all of the bloom has fallen. 


Begin with the early varieties ^and 
spray when nearly 
all the petals 


have fallen. That the first spraying 
should occur at just the right time 
is of more importance than all other 
spraying. The work should be com- 
pleted within six days. When the 
calyx closes it prevents the lodgment 
of poison. 


The second spraying 
should be 


done the following week. Its espe- 
cial usefulness is to attend to such 
blossoms as escaped the first opera- 
tion. It is not wise to spray sum- 
mer varieties tie third 
time, but 


winter varieties.in the latitude of 
Denver should be sprayed again be- 
tween the 1st and 10th of July.
